You’re a better consumer if you can filter out the wrong 
conclusions, unrealistic images, empty feelings, catchy but 
dumb slogans, and blatent sexual innuendoes of television 
commercials before spending all your money, Today’s 

~ column has a few examples of what to filter out. ‘ 

For example, nice things are presented about a product, 
but the conclusion drawn may be exaggeration or just plain 
wrong. ' 

To wit: ‘‘When you’re out of Schlitz, you’re out of beer.” 
No, you’re just out of Schlitz beer. 

(For International Scout) ‘“‘Anything else is just a car.” 
No, anything else might be a Ford Truck. 

“Tf you can pinch an inch (of body fat) get on the Special 
K diet plan.’”’ If your doctor wants you to have an extra 
inchor so to pinch, don’t get on anybody’s diet plan. 

Companies also project an unrealistic image for their 
product users. After a long day of screaming kids, grocery 
shopping and housecleaning, are you—ladies of America— 
interested in an “‘Aviance night?” If you’re a Supreme 


Court Judge and your son drives up the Court House steps in. 


his new truck, will you jump for joy with that ““Toyota 
feeling?”’ s 
Some ads actually say nothing substantial about a

In a “grape nuts’ commercial, an outdoorsy looking 
mountain man eats the cereal because, as ‘the says,’ grape 
nuts “has respect for nature.”

peddled as being “‘built tough.”” They’re tough because you | 


can see them dangling in midair on tethers from 
helicopters. Given that trucks are heavy, actually the 
helicopters are the machines that were “built tough.”

I know it sounds like she’s just promoting an inanimate 
object but all the visual images are connecting her 
sexuality with a Serta mattress, and somehow convincing 
all the brainless horny male consumers that Serta offers 
special advantages over a Sealy.

Based upon the principle that handicapped and 
nonhandicapped persons can and should work together, and 
that children should be sensitized to the fact that people are 
people, whether handicapped or not, Mr. Angelo Zuccolo of 
the Dept. of Theatre at BCC and Ms. Jean Fairbairn, 
Director of the Office for Students with Disabilities at 
SUNY Binghamton, together with people from both 
colleges and the community, formed the Rainbow-Time 
Children’s Theatre Company a few years ago. I had per- 
formed in Mr. Zuccolo’s Children’s Theatre, the first blind 
student in the class. But in the Rainbow-Time company 
people with varying kinds of handicaps perform side by 
side with nonhandicapped performers. 


We might have a King in a wheelchair, the Witch who is 
lame but ambulatory, perhaps a Jester who might have a 
hearing impairment, a nonhandicapped Court Magician, a 
Princess on crutches, a nonhandicapped Prince, an 
animated blind Lollypop Tree, ete., in a given play. The 
nonhandica pped help the handicapped on stage or off stage 
where needed. 


The plays performed are similar to those performed by 
BCC Children’s Theatre Class. The audience, too, consists 
of children from the preschool age level through grade 

, three. Like BCC Children’s Theatre, Rainbow-Time per- 
forms in preschools, at Broome Developmental] Center, and 
in the summer in parks and playgrounds. Similarly, 
er is participation theatre as is BCC Children’s 

eatre. 


Unlike BCC Children’s Theatre; Rainbow-Time can do 
shows at times impossible for Children’s Theatre to per- 
form because of class schedules and the limits of the 
Academic Year. Then, too, Rainbow-Time is a voluntary 
group, whereas in BCC Children’s Theatre, the students are 
earning credits toward their Degrees. The purpose of 
Rainbow is to sensitize children and parents (or teachers) 
to handicapped persons as people first who just happen to 
have one sort of handicap or another. Both groups, 
however, are people who love to entertain children and who 
enjoy theatre as individuals who happily work together. 
Above all, both have experiences in which a wonderful 
sharing takes place, and I am fortunate indeed to belong to 
both groups!

One of the most in- 
teresting groups of foreign 
students, which you may 
have encountered this 
semester, is the group of 
approximately fifty students 
from Kuwait. For those of 
you who are unaware of the 
location of Kuwait, it is 
located between Iraq, Iran, 
and Saudi Arabia. The 
climate is much like that of 
Arizona, with summer 
temperatures climbing into 
the hundred and twenties. 
Winter temperatures tend to 
drop well into the thirties. 

The language of the 
Kuwaiti is Arabic. Their 
religion is Moslem. The 
Moslem religion, to me, 
seems to be a very strict 
religion, mainly because it 


influences so much of their 
life. While eating pork is 
forbidden by their religion, 
the reason being the un- 
cleanliness of the animal, 
the Kuwaiti’s most popular 
food is rice. The Kuwaiti’s 
meal schedule varies from 
ours, in that they eat their 
largest meal in the middle of 
the day. The people of 
Kuwait drink much less 
alcohol than we do. This is 
due to their religion, and also 
because the health depart- 
ment of Kuwait has suc- 
cessfully campaigned 
against the use of alcohol. 

The most common form of 
transportation in Kuwait is 
by car. The Kuwaiti does not 
spend his time riding around 
on a camel, contrary to the 
beliefs of some of the 
students on this campus.

Young men and women do 
not date or socialize as 
openly as we do. This is due 
to their religion. Though 
things are slowly changing, 
the following trends are still 
present. Those individuals in 
their early teens are barely 
aware of the opposite sex, as 


' far as dating, and socializing 


are concerned. When the 
young people of Kuwait 
reach the age of about 
seventeen they will speak 
with each other, but will 
never attend social functions 
together as a couple. If a 
young man feels that he is 
genuinely interested in a 
woman, he will then ask her 
parents for permission to be 


-her fiance. If her parents 


consent, he may then attend 
functions with her. This 
however is not a permanent 
bond, or a guarantee of 
marriage. There is also no 
sexual activity at this stage 
of the relationship. The 
average woman in Kuwait

gets married at the age of 
eighteen, and the male at 
twenty-five. The wedding 
consists of a large beautiful 
church wedding, followed by 
very large parties. 

Family life in Kuwait is 
very close and the families 
are very large. 
families own their own 
homes. However, it is 
becoming increasingly hard 
to purchase a house in 
Kuwait; thus many people 
are resorting to apartment 
life.

“The Servant of Two Masters” was presented Nov. 7th, 
8th, and 9th, in THE LITTLE THEATRE;; billed as the 
Robust Italian Renaissance Comedy, it was all of that and 
more. It was an opportunity to slip into the theatre of 
yesterday, with the actors talking in asides directly to the 
audience; they passed on very confidentially secrets about 
the plot not revealed in the action onstage. There were 
many familiar Italian hand gestures and antics that 
pleased everyone. 

Directed by Angelo Zuccolo, it was Italian Commedia at 
its best, with a touch of the unusual. = 

The make-up by Carolyn Ellis was particularly 


- fascinating. 


Truffaldino, the Servant, whose purpose was to serve two 
masters well, played by David Nixon, kept the story 
moving along at a steady pace with comic acrobatics. He 
constantly mixed up the orders given to him by his two 
masters, delivered messages to the wrong persons, and 
added to the state of confusion. 

Thumb-sucking young Clarice, played by Annamaria 
Trusky, and dashing Silvio, played by Steve Bill, were 
lovers. They wanted nothing more than to continue their 
petting and fondling of each other. Pantalone, Clarice’s old 
hogk-nosed father, played by Paul Camann, had other plans 
for her, betrothal to another man. His make-up was a work 


_ of art-his portrayal of Pantalone, the old man, very con- 


vincing. 
Truffaldino’s masters were Beatrice, played by Tina 
Opie, who was masquerading as her brother, and Florindo, 


- her lost lover, played by Jorge Kabah. You must realize by 


now, this was not the average story of intrigue! It was 
somewhat on the wild side. 

A younger maid, Smerelda, played by Donna Kenien, 
watched Truffaldino with love-struck eyes, hoping to get 
closer to him. Silvio’s father, Dr. Lombardi, played by Jim 
Hunziker had some very amusing lines, regarding the in- 
sult to his family name when Pantalone chose other than his 


son Silvio for Clarice’s husband to be. 

Now add to the above, Brighella, the coarse servant, 
played by Michael Furiosi, who in one of his most earthy 
moments, relieves himself onstage. He also eats sticks of 
pepperoni, huge chunks of chocolate cake, grapes, two 
loaves of bread, and even chews a stogie during the per- 
formance. 

There is also a porter, played by Jim Gale and a 
waitress, by Debra Unger, to complete the cast of this 17th 
century comedy. : 

At times the characters on Stage were having so much 
fun, we in the audience could only envy them. 

There was a scene in which Clarice sings, (Annamaria 
has a talented voice) and everyone pops out from behind 
sets to listen and admire, dressed as they were at the time. 
This included several states of undress! Then a few minutes 
later, Smerelda, hearing a cue that makes her feel like 
singing, tries the same act. She stops and sings. It doesn’t 
work for her; they pop out and angrily order her to quit. It 
was a very amusing scene. 


Florindo hada comic way of walking with a mincing step, 
that was mimicked by others on Stage. Beatrice, his love, 
blew elaborate kisses to him that he caught with a jolt. 

On Sunday evening, the delighted and contagious 
laughter of a child sitting in a front row of the theatre was 
heard over the adult chuckling. Truffaldino shushed the 
child gently with a finger to his slips, remaining in 
character as he did so. re 

Both sets of lovers are reunited. Pantalone and Dr. 
Lombardi were pleased, Truffaldino and Smerelda find 
each other, and all ends on a happy note. 

The brightly painted sets of The Inn and The Home were 
unique in that they spun about easily on rollers, making set 
changes fron indoor to outdoor scenes very simple. These 

were done quickly by the actors themselves, who then took 
a bow for completing each change.
